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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The objection to the drawings remains as noted 
and accepted by applicant. 

Applicant argues the Primak-Breese combination does not return a server "independent of server selection weight." 
The examiner maintains that Breese teaches "adding to the candidate list an extra candidate, independent of server selection weight 
maintained for the added extra candidate server" because Breese teaches modifying lists and results to users based on user's 
knowledge.and not server weights. If a user is deemed knowledgably of a popular results (server), a lesser known result would be added. 
This is based on probability estimates and not server scores. This interpretation is taken directly from applicant's specification page 4, 
second paragraph. Probability is not reflective of a score of a server but a statistical estimate based on the user. 
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
